FOREIGNERS: MAKE ESCAPE 


Outbreak, Called Worst In’ City’s 
History, Began Friday and Lasted 
“Far ‘Into Sunday.

FOOCHOW, China, Monday, Jan. 17 
(P).—-Several British and American wo- 
men and»tw@ ministers were badly 
beaten yésterday and some were later 
dragged through the streets by Chi- 
hese mobs during the worst anti-Chris- 
tian riot in the history of the Church 
here. 

The riot was precipitated by. north- 
ern soldiers incorporated in the south- 
ern  Cantonése Army. Churches, 
schools, hospitals, foreign residences 
were completely looted. 

The rioting occurred within the old 
walled city. 

The following institutions were plun- 
dered: All Catholic ‘schools and 
churches, Anglican and Methodist hos- 
pitals, the city branch of the Young 
Men's Christian Association, Anglican 
Girls’ School and the. Boys’ -Blind 
School. ; 

After.a similar disturbance Saturday 
night, the rioting broke out anew yes- 
terday morning and continued until 
evening.

AUSTIN, Tex.; Jan. 16.—Weary and 
disappointed, Mrs. Miriam A, Ferguson 
begins at: midnight her‘last day as 
Governor of Texas. On Tuesday at 
noon, Dan Moody, who drove the Ku 
‘Klux Klan out-of: power-in Texas, the 
youngest mah. ever elected Governor 
of the largest Amefican State, wil! 
take the oath, as Chief Executive of 
the. Lone Star State. : 

Two years: ago Mrs. Ferguson came 
into office with all Texas, excepting 
the Klan, Wishing her well and pledg- 
ing her support.. Today she goes out 
with the reputation, earned or un- 
earned, of having beén the biggest 
political disappointment Texas has 


her husband, on. whose shoulders 
‘thousands of Texans place the respon- 
sibility for hig wife's failure to make 
the of w —

25-INCH FALL UP-STATE 


Suburbs Fight to Clear Drifts— 
, Long Island Roads Blocked, 
Trains Delayed. 


An army of 20,000 snow shovelers 
was at work yesterday with 671 snow 
plows, tweaty-three motor sweepers 
and twenty-two motor snow loading 
machines digging New York City out 
of snowdrifts and a general snowfall of 
six inches, while. other thousands of 
shovelers opened streets and highways 
inthe suburbs and hundreds of trans- 
portation employes swent or thawed 
railroad switches. 

The mercury, which dropped to 6 
above zero on Saturday at midnight, 


had climbed .to 20 last night at 9 
o'clock, but three moré deaths, mak 
ing. a total of six in the New York City 
area, were reported before the cold had 
begun to abate.

WASHINGTON,. Jan. 16-~- While 
strong pressure to which President 
Coolidge is being subjected from many 
angles-to attempt to straighten out the 
relations of the United States with 
Mexico.and Nicaragua is a conspicuous 
feature of the international situation 
as it affects this Government, a mat- 
ter of immediate if not greater im- 
portance is the decision of “the Demo- 
cratic leaders of the Senate to con- 
tinue their policy of doing nothing 
that might tend to.embarrass the Pres- 
ident in his handling. of the trouble- 
some problems in which his Adminis- 
tration has becéme involved. 

Some Democratic Senators like Dill 
of Washington, Heflin of Alabama, 
McKellar of Tennessee and Wheeler 


of, Montana’ have severely attacked 
the AAministration’s course in public

More Anxious About Mexico. 


It is to Mexico that the Democrats 
look with more anxious eyes thax to 
{| Nicaragua. They feel that’ the situk- 
| ton in Nicaragua dovetails with. the 
situation im. Mexico.as. far as the 
United States is concerned. In’ their 
opinion, it would \be unwise for the 
Senate to interfere with the Coolidge 
course in Nicaragua, : for, they cdn- 
tend, by giving him the chance to con- 
tinue to exercise the firm hand he is 
showing there he thay be able*'to. ad- 
just the difficulties of the United 
States, with Mexico over*the land and 
petroleum laws, which the United 
States” alleges to be confiséatory of 
properties acquired by American citi- 
zens under Mexican laws. 

This does not mean that the gener+ 
ality of Democratic Senators agree 
with what the President has done in 
Nicaragua or with what he may be 
expected to do in Mexico. Their con- 
servative position is based largely 
upon the conviction that if the Presi- 
dent’s. Nicaraguan program should be 
attacked by them now and what he 
attempted to. accomplish in the line 
of saving. American landed properties 
in Mexico should.meet with failure, the 
President could blame the Democratic 
side of the Senate for his lack of suc- 
cess in Mexico bécause it had not 
supported him with respect to Nic« 
aragua. 


So. it appears to be certain that 
President — is. not to be em- 
barrassed, for. the time being at 
‘least, by.. his political opponents in 
the Senate. They are taking a; stand 
that approximates adherence to the 
principle of “politica, ends at the 
seashore.”’

The general examination and tutorial 
system in force at Harvard, the report 
asserted, was a contribution to, the 
problem’s solution. In America, Pres- 
ident Lowell declared; it has-been the 


} custom to teach in college what should 


have been taught in jthe secondary 
schools and by methods that should be 
finished in the secondary schools. 
Harvard; he said, was getting, away 
from this system as fast as the change 
could be made. 


Teaching For Citizenship. 


“In the public mind,” he continued, 
“the conception of a college education 
is vague, a college is a college, and all 
are of one géneric type; whereas in 
fact they are very diverse in stan- 
dards and aims.’’ 

A college, he pointed out, should be a 
place for cultivating and liberating the 
mind: especially in a.democracy where 
guidance and control rest with a ruling 


class, 

“Politically men here are born free 
and equal, but intellectually they are 
born. neither free nor equal,” Presi- 
dent Lowell said, “‘and. so ‘to teach 
men how to. think, and. what to think 
about, as cultivated men and citizens, 
is the object of the, college that is 
not primarily vocational.” 

President Lowell expressed great 
confidence in the ultimate success of 
the general examination and tutorial 
system in force at Harvard and said 
it appeared to have led, to a desire 
on the part of an increasingly large 
number of students to try for distinc- 
tion in various courses of study. 

The system, he said, was being de- 
veloped with the aini in mind of lead- 
ing the student to acquire as soon as 
possible the capacity for self-education 
under guidance, ‘‘which ds the essence 
of all training in the art of thought, 
and the foundation of the later educa- 
tion that continues through life.” 


Self-Education Out of College. 


In considering the building program 
being completed at Harvard, President 
Lowell brought out that; more men 

are “applying to the colleges for; 
mission than can be efficiently taug 

He. did not -urge -the-¢ofistruction of 
more buildings, but stréssed.the point 
that a college education was not a 
necessity for a man to optain a good 
education: On this point he said: 

“They seem to forget that the 
classrodm is not the only means of 
education; that a youth may get more 
intellectual and moral training ‘from 
practical: work that he likes than from 
formal lessons that he loathes.

It is 
known as ‘“‘Polikushka,” being based 
on a Talstoi story. Despite the ‘slow 
movement in the initial chapter, this 
grim, piece of work captures the atten- 
tion. The drab background of hovels 
and Russian serfs of 1930 are produced 
in a most convincing manner. The 
tragic incidents that happen toward 


the end of the story include the hang- 
ing of a man, the drowning of a child 
and a woman who loses her . mind. 
Hence it is a. matter of opinion 
whether this film can be classed as 
entertainment. 

The story is told with excellent tim- 
ing and telling emphasis, but there are 
some points that are open to discus- 
sion. Polikushka is the name of a 
stableman, one of the sérfs who was 
sold with the land in bygone days. 
This unsavory person is portrayed by 
Ivan Moskvin; who, without any 
extravagant gestures or expressions, 
ably characterizes this underling who 
knows.a good deal about horses, but 
is not averse to swallowing down too 
rmauch vodka or even stealing harness 
straps an: suchlike to give to the inn- 
keeper in lieu of cash.

TO ADDRESS GERMANS 

His Conciliatory T one Does Mach 

to Allay Growing Suspicion 
of Minorities.

WARSAW, Jan. 16.—Despite rumors 
of increasing troubles with minorities, 
President Loebe of the» German 
Reichstag appeared at Lodz, one of 
the greatest textile cities of Poland, 
this afternoon and addressed: 800. of |» 
the 50,000 German wofkers belonging | U 
to the German Socialist Party in a 
‘most. conciliatory manner. 
touching lightly upon the frontier situ- 
ation, he stated that “no permanent 
change in the frontiers can ever occur 
unless agreed. upon in a peaceful man- 
ner.”’ 

“German democracy will not allow 
further wars,’” declared Dr. Loebe. 
‘There was hever & peace which lasted 
forever, and no frontiers have ever 
been permanent. Any changes now 
must be through common consent and 
} peaceful .methods. The boast that 
there areé.two claimants to change the 
frontiers between us is non-existent. 
Poland does not want to change its 
borders and is not clamoring for ac- 
tion. ‘The Danzig corridor, as is well 
known, is populated by Poles and con- 
stitutes a bridge between German ter- 
ritories. The gecret of a solution for 
both nations is that it is easier to 
cross this path of communication 
rather than resort to political steps, 
and in this Germany phd Poland must 
help each other.” 

Dr. Loebe mentioned the United 
States as an-example of world ee 
ciency.

‘The portrayal. of the automotive 
master as a fighter of a ‘“‘trust,” 
through his battle against the Licensed 
Automobile. Manufacturers’: Associa- 
tion, holder of the Selden. patents, is 
likely to be followed by disclosure of 
the person, “presumably an enemy,” 

who, the appellants contend, motivated 
the additional tax assessment. Whether 
any political paragraphs will be writ- 
ten into the record concurrently, with | 
the identity of the “enemy” is prob- 
lematical. 

Mr.-ord’s litigation over the Selden 
rights is contained in a ees stipu- 
lation which is to be tread when the 
members of the Federal Board of Tax 
Appeals, Judges John M. Sternhagen, 
John J. Marquette and Ernest-N. Van 
Fossan, convene court, - .

The 
document..sets forth that the associa- 
tion sought a royalty on, every car 
produced, contending that the use of 
a gas engine was an infringement of 
the patents of George B. Selden and 
required a license from the associa- 
tion. » This, in the opinion of Mr. Ford,’ 
would limit or at least control the out- 
put of cars and this be’a trust. Prior 
to the suit, a warfare of advertising 
was waged between Mr. Ford and 
his. adversaries and ,copies of the ad- 
vertizsements are made part of the stip- 
ulation. 

The purpose of offering the stipula- 
tion, with its story of a suit upon 
which 'the dust has settled thickly, ap- 
pears to be in support of the appel- 
lants’.. contention .that in 1913 Mr.

NEW ORLEANS, . Jan. 16.—Trading 
has been more active in the . cotten 
market the past week, due mainly to 
an improvement in spot’ demand: and 
indications of a much» better move- 
nent in cotton goods, particularly in 
‘Lancashire, where there has been a 
revival of. demand’ from India and 
more inquiry from China, the Con- 
tinent and the Near East. 

As-a result, there has been fairly 
good trade: demand for contracts and 
more.or less investment demand from 
outsigers who consider, cotton cheap. 
These interests have noted: that, . des |: 
spite activity among the niills the last 
few .months, spinners. have. held. out 
of the spot market for raw cotton 
in the hope ..of lower prices. They 
will, of course, have to replénish their 
depleted reserves eventually, . and 
greater activity in. interior» spot 
markets the past week would seem to’ 
indicate that .spinners both “domestic 
and foreign have been buying more 
freely than of late. 

As # result of better demand, a 
great volume of contracts has. been 
taken out of the market, and when- 
ever shorts deemed it prudent: to cover 
they had to bid up prices rather freely: 
This comparative scarcity of contracts‘ 
has been reported from all trading 
markets and has been largely respon- 
sible for the luigher prices of the past 
week, although a return of bad 
weather undoubtedly helped to ad- 
vance values by holding’ out ‘the’ pros- 
pect that picking ‘and ginning would 
again. be delayed. 

These influences, .-with. the. large 
spot sales daily reported by Liverpool 
and the advices from chester, ad- 
vanced prices more than.50 points by 
Thursday. ‘or four consecutive days 
the English ‘market reported sales of 
10,000 bales daily, the largest sales 
in a long while, and on Friday the 
sales increased to 14,000 bales, a figure 
not reached in many months. 

One favorable development was the 
report of the Census Bureau show- 
ing December consumption by Amer- 
ican milis totaled 605,217 bales of lint 
cotton, the largest December consump- 
tion on record. The report also showed 
that, despite the much larger crop and 
the lower prices of raw cotton, mills 
heid in stock but little more cotton 
than they held at the corresponding 
time last year, the figures being 1,776,- 
000 bales at the end of December, 1926; 
as compared with 1,721,000 at the end 
of December, 1925. 

Toward the end of the week there 
was more or less profit-taking. by -re- 
cent buyers, and ring-traders also ‘sold 
rather freely, to bring about a reaction 
which they claimed was due after so 
considerable an advance during the 
past weeks. As a result, prices eased 
about 30 points from the highest 
reached on: Thursday, but when these 
enterprising ring t sought © ta} 
cover near the close on Friday they 
found few contracts for sale and their 
bidding soon ran prices up.to within 
10 points of the week’s highest.

SOUTHERN IRON COMPETES. 


Price Cuts Are Expected to Bring 
_ Rivalry With North, 
Special to The New York Times. 
‘PITTSBURGH, Jan. 16.— Southern 
pig iron has suddenly broken $2 a ton, 
to $18, Birmingham. In the past few 
years southern iron has been getting 
higher and highg relative to northern 
iron, and has been unable in general 
even tosmove to the Ohio River.

LAST YEAR’S CHANGES 
IN TRADE OF FRANCE 


Great Increase in Exports to Eng- 
land and Belgiam—Imports 
From, America Larger. 


‘ 


The official detailed statement of the 
French foreign trade for the first 
eleven months of 1926 shows the spe- 
cific reasons for the increase of 13,- 
198,583,000 francs in exports as against 
15,825,822,000 increase in imports. In 
trade with England during the eleven 
months, exports increased 1,556,246,000 
francs while imports increased only 
967,708,000. Also in the case of Bel- 
gium, exports from France increased 
1,917,949,000 while imports increased 
only 353,788,000. To Switzerland also 
the exports increased 723,619,000 
francs, whereas imports increased only 
60,995,000. 

But in trade with the United States, 
exports increased 739,857,000, whereas 
imports increased 1,669,145,000 francs, 
In the case of the French Colonies, 
too, French imports from Algeria were 
376,000,000 francs greater than exports 
to that country. Imports from Sweden 
exceeded exports to that country by 
119,000,000. Imports from Italy were 
640,000,000 francs, but exports to Italy 
only 419,900,000. 


GROWTH OF DIESEL ENGINES 


Total of 1,155,775 Horsepower Now 
Generated by Amerlican-Made 
Types, 

There are 1,195,775 horsepower gener- 
ated by American-built Diesel engines 
used in the United States, according to 
the magazine Power. Commercial de- 
velopment of the engine in this country 
started in 1898. In the last ten years 
the engine has received special atten- 
tion in the marine field, but sales of 











stationary engines have _ increased, 
Marine horsepower installed totals 
304,084. 


The survey shows 209,657 Diesel 
horsepower installed in electric plants, 
chiefly municipal. Diesel engines used 
to pump oil total 236,020 horsepower, 
Mines and quarries installed 650,160 
horsepower and refrigeration plants 
55,349 horsepower, Diesel locomotives, 
dredges and shovels have been mar- 
keted in recent years. 

Despite foreign competition, Ameri- 
can makers exported slightly more 
than 6 per cent. of horsepower pro- 
duced. The term Diesel is applied only 
to engines starting cold, thus limiting 
the number of American manufactur- 
ers under Diesel classification to 
thirty.

of his canceled checks after their re- 
turn to him.

Business: Boston Consolidated Gas Company, incorporated in 1905, supplies gas to the entire City 
Boston (except Charlestown district), Chelsea, Newton, Waltham, Watertown, Wellesley, Weston, Brookline, 
Milton and, through sales to local gas companies, to Dedham, Hyde Park and Quincy. Total population 
served is estimated at 1,010,000. This section comprises the largest part of the Boston metropolitan area and 
is the most thickly populated and highly industrialized region in New England.

General Refitting Under Way in 
Building Material Mill and 
Market Departments. 








5-DAY WEEK ALTERNATIVE 





Labor-Saving Devices Promised as 
Foil for Workers’ Demand 
for Short Week. 





Probably the most conservative esti- 
mate of what 1927 wil be as a building 
business year is to call it a plateau, 
writes Allen E. Beals in the current 
Dow Service Daily Building Reports. 

Roger W. Babson in his “Business 
Barometers for Anticipating Condi- 
tions’”® (1921) sets forth the following 
rules as applying to periods classed as 
those of building prosperity : 

““A—A great increase in building sug- 
gests that prosperity is nearing an end. 

“B—A decrease in building activity’ 


may tend to lengthen the period ofj:. © 


prosperity. 

“C.—No change signifies conditions | 
to be stationary. 

In the rules applying to declines fol-‘ 


lowing periods of prosperity in the]. 


building business, 
lowing: 

““A—An increase in building activity 
is indicative of further trouble. 

“B—A decrease is natural under these 
conditions. 

“C—No change suggests caution. 

New York City and vicinity is no 
different from most of the country in 
its apparent intention of going into the 
new year -on the same basis of ex- 
pectaney upon which it entered 1926 
and 1925, 

This conclusion is the only one that 
can be reached, if due consideration is | 
given to the statement of executives 
of great building material, appliance 
and equipment manufacturing firms’ 
made to their stockholders at the close 
of the year, in which they express their 
sales expectancies during the year 1927. 

It is rare that allowances are made 
for possible sales record slumps this 
year as compared with last, and yet 
the national housing shortage was re- 
ported as having been passed by no 
less an authority. than the United 
States Government Department of 
Commerce as long ago as August, 1925. 
Conservative leaders sounded the 
warning, as far as New York City is 
concerned, a year ago. 

But here and there very definite 
signs are apparent, as far as observa- 
tions go in New York and vicinity, 
that refitting is taking place, not so 
much in financing, where it should 
start, but in the more abstract de- 
partments, such as, for instance, 
freight handling facilities, methods of 
making and distributing building ma- 
terials, the release of the very inef- 
ficient from construction gangs and 
organizations and the adoption of more 
modern methods of doing the ‘“‘slave’’ 
work of building, as in plastering, for 
example. 

In this connection those who desire 
to look deep enough have no difficulty 
in observing general preparation to 
force these innovations upon labor as 
the demand for that most important 
building commodity rounds off its 
peak. As the time approactes, prior 
to the expiration of present wage 
agreements, two years hence, employ- 
ers will probably find it expedient to 
offset the demand of the men for a 
five-day work-week with an equally 
insistent demand for the use of labor- 
Saving devices. now barred, almost by 
common consent, from general use, un- 
der general conditions. 

The proposal to unify the harbor 
towing facilities so as to eliminate 
costly shifting of floating freight, ef- 
fective Feb. 1, is the most conspicuous 
of these current “refitting” processes. 

No thoughtful observer can scruti- 
nize the vast sums that are being 
spent in plant modernization where 
building materials are made without 
being’ impressed» with the fact that 
lower costs are being arranged for be- 
fore lower market. prices make en- 
forced alterations irhperative’ when 
money will be dearer than it is now. 

In other words, many a plant im- 
provement program is being partly 
financed by a top-priced market, 
whereas those that are putting off the 
day for these improvements will be 
obliged to pay for plant modernization 
at higher interest rates, tighter terms 
and lower market prices for the ma- 
terials they have to sell. One need go 
no farther than’ the Hudson River 
common brick manufacturing district 
for confirmation of this principle in 
present-day. discounting of the near 
future building market conditions. 

Opinion varies, of course, as _ to 
whether we are still in a period of 
great national building construction 
prosperity, or whether we are just 
coming out of one. Those who believe 
in the former, and, it must be said, in 
truth, that they are still in the ma- 
jority, will see that building construc- 
tion conditions and market require- 
ments for building materials, appli- 
ances and equipment will be station- 
ary, or, as a plateau, compared with 
1925 and 1926. The minority, however, 
will figure that building as a nation- 
wide industry, while still in Port Pros- 
perity, must mark ebb tide and steer 
away from rock and unseen reefs.
